The claims are not enabled for the broad scope claimed, which scope is drawn to ex vivo 
methods. Ex vivo methods comprise the transfection of target cells in vitro with a nucleic acid of 
interest, and further comprises placing the transformed or transfected target cells back into an 
organism, whereby the cells become relocalized appropriately in the organism and exert a 
phenotype which results from their prior, in vitro transfection or transformation. The instant 
disclosure is not enabling for this scope. 

The delineation of nucleotides of SEQ ID NO: 1 that align with the corresponding amino 
acids from the coding region of SEQ ID NO: 2 (and the various subsections of the coding region 
which have been included in the proposed amendments) would simplifiy the search(es) required 
for the proposed amendments. The information provided in the instant specification (page 11) 
does not delineate the nucleotide sequences which align with the portions or regions of the amino 
acid sequences claimed in the proposed amendments.
